In order to combat 
the disease we must find the root of 
the evil, establish better dwellings and 
workshops, avoid overcrowding and 
isolate persons who are affected with 
tubercular baccilli. This is the only 
way to meet the enemy. Experience 
with other infections proves that tuber- 
culosis can be successfully com- 
bat ted.“

Reminiscences of a Time When Tour- 
ists Were in Flower—Cutting of 
Orchards and Vineyards, 


{Willard’s History of Los Angeles:] 
In addition to the tourists and settlers, 
the cheap excursions brought another 
class, to wit: the speculators. Some 


erators, who had the capital to 

improvements in their purchases, al- 
ways, however, with a view to retail- 
ing at a profit; others—and they consti- 
tuted the greater number—were en- 
tirely impecunious, but possessed of 
unlimited assurance, and they had ac- 
quired more or less experience through 
the booming of other towns. Many of 
these came from Kansas and Iowa, 
where booms had been in progress for 
several years; and the tactics that had 
been used with success in the Middle 
West were now employed on the Pa- 
cific Coast. These were the men wno 
cammitted, or were the cause of, most 
of the follies and the frauds of the 
boom. Few of them achieved any per- 
manent success. The great majority 
left the city when the episode was 
over, and are now utterly lost to view. 

The opportunity for speculation with- 
in the city limits was limited, and 
there was too much that was solid and 
tangible in the actual advance of 
values to make the field attractive to 
the imaginative promoter. The real 
absurdities of the boom were not per- 
petrated in Los Angeles city property. 
which advanced for the most part in 
a steady. even ratio and did not 
fail baek perceptibly when the influx 
of new people was checked. One evi- 
dence of this shows in the assessment 
of the years during and after the boom. 
In 1886, before the advance had well be- 
gun, the city was assessed at $18,000,000. 
In 1887 it rose to $28,000,000. In 1888 it 
was $39,000,000, in 1889, $46,000,000. By this 
time the boom was at an end, but the 
next year the city showed $49,000,000. 
In 1891 it was $46,000,000. A variation 
of 6 per cent., which is all that shows 
between the heights of the boom and 
the lowest year following it, may safely 
be attributed to a change ef assessors. 
Such variations frequently. occur. The 
advance of values halted for a few 
years, but there was no “reaction” or 
‘falling back. 

But the county outside of the city 
shows a different side to the story. 
Here. and in Southern California gen- 
erally, was where the professional op- 
erator and the crazy, irresponsible 
„boomer held full sway. Farm prop- 
erty. which had been worth $20 or $30 
an acre, and which, under favorable 
conditions of improved rallway connec- 
tion. and a larger home market. might 
be worth $106 an acre. was exploited as 
orange land. that would yield $1000. an 
acre per annum in that fruit. and 
was sold at from $300 to $500.

Hall, the rest of the procession occupy- 
ing the main audience toom and the 
baicony. The Rev. Dr. Vandyke de- 
livered the invocation, and Chancellor 
Magie administered the three oaths of 
Allegiance, to the United States, the 
State and the university, and presented 
the charter and keys of the university 
to the new president. Mr. Patton then 
— hig address as the retiring 


ent. 

The address of ex-President Cleve- 
land for the board ot trustees drew 
out great applause. 

When President Wilson delivered his 
inaugural, he was frequently inter- 
rupted by an enthuslastic audience. 

Bishop Satterlee pronounced the ben- 
ediction, and as the recessional was 
rendered, the audience moved out of 
the building, and over to Nassau Hall, 
from the steps of which President Wil- 
gon addressed the alumni and under- 
graduates. 
The next event was the turning of 
the first sod by the president for the 
class of 79 dormitory,. which will be 
erected at the head of Prospect ave- 
nue. A luncheon by President Wlison 
to a number of distinguished guests 
closed the morning prugramme. 

The first formal address in the exer-: 
cises at Alexander Hall was made by 
Francis L. Patton, the retiring presi- 
dent. He said: This is a red-letter 
day in the history of Princeton. Our 
faces are set toward the future. and 
a common hope animates all. Under 
the leadership of the new president we 
are looking for a new era of prosperity. 
Everything points in the direction of 
the gratification of this desire.” 

Former President of the United 
States Grover Cleveland followed Mr. 
Patton in an address on behalf of the 
board of trustees. He said, in part: 

CLEVELAND'S ADDRESS. 

“I hope I may be allowed to_refer at 
the outset to the manner in which I 
am maved by the stately dignity of 
present surroundings, and thus give a 
hint of the impressive effect which 
such exercises as these are apt to pro- 
duce on those who lack personal inti- 
macy with university experiences and 
incidents. 

“This thought leads me to suggest 
the great importance and desirability 
of influencing in every possible way the 
plain people of our land in favor of 
higher education. It is largely from 
their ranks that recruits are to be en- 
listed for studentship in our universi- 
ties and colleges; and surely neither at- 
tenuated refinement in educated cir- 
cles, nor a self-satisfied aristocracy 
among educated men, should misinter- 
pret to the unlearned the mission of 
these institutions. Manifestly they can- 
not, and even it they could, they 
should not live for themselves, nor for 
their professors and teachers, nor for 
their graduates, nor yet for the: edu- 
cated, whoever and wherever they may 
be. On the contrary, it should not be 
forgotten that our colleges and uni- 
versities cannot, without loss of their 
most useful opportunities, disregard 
any means of commending the sub- 
stantial advantages they are able to 
offer to those less fortunate in edu- 
cational condition. This connection of 
close interest and reciprocal] benefits 
which should exist between the 
agencies of higher education and the 
unlearned masses of our people is not 
new at Princeton University. 2 

“We have fallen upon days of rush 
and change—when old -ideas and 
processes are deemed too slow to meet 
the demands of what ts calied modern 
progress and when nove! and acceler- 
ated notions have invaded the busi- 
ness, the politics, the social life and 
even the religion of Sur people. How 
can We be certain that old and here- 
tofore approved theories of higher 
education are in no danger of being 
caught in this flurry. Already there 
seems to be an inclination abroad to 
adjust the method of university and 
college instruction to the apparent 
needs of advanced conditions and new 
exigencies. We hear much 6aid in fa- 
vor of but slight restriction upon the 
election by students of the branches of 
study they will pursue: it is often us- 
serted that the old course of college 
study is too long, and that students 
are thus belated in their ce

upon life’s activities: and consider- 
a discussion prevails in university 
and college circles concerning the ex- 
tent and quality of instruction that 
should be afforded in preparatory 
schools. 

“Princeton’s conservatism is one of 

hei chief virtues, but it is not of the 
stubborn sort that refuses considera- 
tion of changes which promise through 
their inherent and independent merit 
better educational results and better 
rospects in life for those intrusted to 
er care. It should not, however, be 
expected that she will so far re- 
gard the law of her origin, and be- 
come so unmindful of her revered tra- 
ditions and splendid achievements as to 
depart from her habitual course for 
the sake of acting in sympathy with 
importunate restlessness and doubtful 
innovation. 

“While Princeton's trustees concede 
hat a liberal amount of recreation 
should be allowed and that athletics to 
a reasonable degree should be encour- 
aged, they believe these things should 
be kept in strict subordination to the 
business of education. which both 
teachers and students have in hand, 
and that when extensive demerit. or a 
large percentage of absolute failure in 
examinations prevail among those de- 
voting much time and attention to ath- 
letics, suspicion should be a that 
the business of study has been thus 
interrupted.” 

WILSON’'S INAUGURAL. 

President Wilson followed with his 
inaugural address. He said: 

“The nation needs efficient and en- 
lightened men and the universities 
must take their part in supplying them. 
The task of the universities was two- 
fold: The production of a great body of 
informed and thoughtful men and a 
small body of trained scholars and in-- 
vestigators. Though the university 
may dispense with the professional 
school, the professional schools may 
not dispense with the university. The 
managing minds of the world must be 
equipped for a mastery whose chief 
characteristic is adaptability, play, ini- 
tiative, which transcends the bounds of 
training. Technical 
schools whose training is not built upon 
the foundations of a broad general 
discipline cannot impart this. The 
stuff they work upon must be prepared 
for them by processes which produce 
fiber and elasticity and their own meth- 
ods must be shot through with the im- 
pulses of the university. 

“Throughout long generations the 
thought of studious men had been bent 
upon devising methods by which spe- 
cial aptitude could be developed, de- 
tailed investigations carried forward. 
inquiry at once broadened and deep- 
ened to meet the specific needs of the 
age, knowledge extended and made 
various, and yet exact, by the minute 
and particular researches of men who. 
devoted all the energies of their minds 
to a single task. Thus we have gained 
immensely in knowledge, but lost sys- 
tem. which must be regained. The 
processes of instruction, which  t a 
large body of young men to serve their 
generation with powers released and 
fit for great tasks, ought also to serve 
as the initial processes by which eschol- 
ars and investigators are made. 
One way of preparing 4 young man 
for his life work is to give him the 
skill and special knowledge which 
shall make an excellent bread-winning 
tool of him. But the college -should 
seek to make the men whom it receives 
something more than excellent servants 
of a trade or skilled practitioners of 
a profession. It should give them elas- 
ticity of faculty and breadth of vision 
so that they shall have a surplus of 
mind to expend, not upon their profes- 
sion only, for its liberalization and 
enlargement, but also upon the broader 
interests which lie about them, 
spheres in which they are not to 
bread winners merely, but citizens, as 
well, and in their own hearts, where 
they are to grow to the stature of real 
nobility.”

HAYTIAN SHOOTING, 

“In the afternoon ennui and curiosity 
drove us down into the town to see how 
things were going. We stayed there 
rather late with some friends, the town 
being fairly quiet after the excesses 
the night. It was about 6 o'clock, 
growing dark when we all set out on 
our return to our villa, mounted on Our 
excellent Haytian ponies. Then we 
found ourselves in something of an en- 
tanglement.

“The first post we encountered was 
near the Presidency. We were chal- 
lenged, and vari-uniformed men with 
rifies blocked our way.

Pass, and soldiers were 
about to let us pass when one of our 
company, a mulatto, said, ‘No, I am a 
Haytilan.“ He was a clever, agreeable 
young fellow, who had been educated 
in Paris. Commonly he was quiet 
enough, and would have held his 
tongue at such a moment; but he had 
taken some refreshment before leaving 
the town, and was inclined to be con- 
tradictory. Then up came the man in 
command of the post, who was prob- 
ably a general, and demanded, What 
is that you say?’ and we were in the 
mist of a row. High words and blows 
were exchanged. 

“At last we got away, the mulat o 
and all; but about a quarter of a mile 
farther on, we Saw the fires of a com- 
plete cordon, drawn right across the 
road, We feared they might have heard 
the firing of the post we had 
from, so we determined not to wait to 
be challenged, but to put our ponies to 
their top speed and ride right through;

TIRESIAS SIMON SAM. 

“What was the issue of the revolu- 
tion? I think it was next day that 
President Hippolyte prepared io set out 
to punish the rebels coming from the 
north. But he did not t far on that 
expedition. On mou 
from one side he fell dead on the other. 
He was said to have died ‘from failure 
of the heart,’ but it was generally be- 
lieved he was poisoned by vaudoux, for 
he was known to be out of favor with 
gome of the chief priests and priestesses 
of that superstition, which controls 
Haytian affairs more than white folk 
can believe. 

“I have seen Hippolyte praised, es- 
pecially in French papers, as an amiable 
man and a etatesman. He was really 
a savage, who cared for nothing but 
his own indulgence. His successor, how- 
ever, was no better; and the story of 
how that successor won the chief place 
in the State is very characteristic of 
Haytian affairs. 

“Of course, with the death of Hip- 
polyte the chief purrose of the revo- 
lution had got fulfilled, but it sput- 
tered about for a while, as if uncertain 
whether it should let itself die or not. 
Some sort of fighting continued in the 
north and some sort of fighting in the 
south, but about the capital all was 
auiet. Yet by some chance a general 
of the northern lot—half of the army 
consists of cenerals—found himself near 
Port au Prince with 250 men. heard of 
its unprotected condition. and had the 
ghrewd sense ta march on it. He met

Steel Rods Embedded in the Pave- 
ment Greatly Increase tts Strength

Xt strength to oppose 
tensile stresses. On the contrary, light 
rods or polled sections of steel resist 
tension admirabiy, while buckling un- 
Ger compression.

The St. Helena Tragedy. 


The tragedy which occurred nearly 
a century ago at St. Helena was for 


long the source of much virulent writ- 
ting, but after a while is was left to 


the verdict of posterity as based on 
ali that had alrceedy been uttered. 
Suddenly, of late years, there has been 


a revival of interest in the rights and | 
wrongs of that portentous event. and 
several writers, leu by Lord Rosebery, | 
have dug over the old ground in the 


hope of tinding something new to re- 
ward their search. This nas not as a 
rule been the case; but there lies be- 


' fore us for review a book Which does 


contain some elements of noveity in 
its bearing upon the question of the 
treatment of Napoleon. The book is 
called “With Napoleon at St. Helens. 
and is described on the titie-page as 
the memories of John Stokoe, naval 
surgeon. The work was originally 
written in French by Paul Frémeaux, 
and has been translated by Edith 8. 
Stokoe. This is somewhat confusing, 
as it seems strange that that which 


‘is primarily a vinuication cf an Eng- 


lish surgeon and-officer should first. be 
written in French by a stranger and 
then brought back into English by a 
relative; but 80 it is, and the con- 
fusion is not lessened when we find 
that the book is biography drawn 
from autobiography. However, these 
things are really no disadvantage to 
the narrative, which telis of the place 
held by Dr. Stokoe in the annals of the 
martyrdom of st. Helena. the right 
of Dr. Stokoe to speak authoritative.y 
may be judged from the following noie, 
addressed to him while at St. heiena, 
by Count Bertrand: 
“LONGWOOD, 1 a.m. 

“Sir: The Emperor has just had a 
sudden and violent attack. You are 
the only medical man at present in 
this country in whom he has shown 
any confidence. I beg you not to lose 
A&A moment in to Longwoos. 
On your arrival ask for me. . hope 
you will arrive in the course of ine 
night. | am much troubled.” 

So. Dr. Stokoe became for a time the 
Emperor's physician, succeeding Dr. 
O'Meara, who had been banished; and 
he soon managed by some apparent par- 
tisanship—or decent courtesy--to make 
himeelf highly obnoxious to Bir Hud- 

Lowe and to involve himself in 
difficulties which culminated in s court- 
marta. He was treated with the ut- 
most injustice, as was everyone who 
dared to do muh as ray a word in 
favor of the failen Emperor: but the 
book appeals to us very little as the 
account of the maltreatment of 
Stokoe, but to some extent as the ac- 
of the less evident 
complications of that strenuous time 
at St. Helena. For Dr. Stokoe, though 
we may pity him as a very ili-used 
man, we shall probably care very lit- 
tie in our reading: but for the phyai- 
cian of the Emperor we can find ready 
interest and hearing. Yet we learn very 
ifttie of Napoleon. though much of 
his jailers. After all. Sir Hudson Lowe 
and his creatures have so thoroughly 
incurred the contempt and despite of 
all 1 people that it would be dif- 
ficult {6 heap more contumely upon 
them. so perhaps the book is rather 
of the nature of coals taken to New- 
castle; yet it has interest as a new 
addition to its main subject, since 
very few of us have before now re- 
membered the existence of Dr. Stokoe 
and his ‘value as a witness for the 
prosecution. 

The book !s well written, the adop- 
tion of the narrative style and the ex- 
cision of extraneous and uninterest- 
ing matter having greatly aided the in- 
terest of the story. Occasionally the 
rendering into French and back pro- 
duces tome queer effects, as when 
Stokoe begins his speech before the 
court-martial by saying. “after a 
fervitude of nearly twenty-five years.” 
Of course “service” was the word in 
the original.

“Word Coinage,” by Leon Mead, ts a 
decidedly interesting little book. even 
though it be saddied with such a sub- 
title as An inquiry into recent neolo- 
gists and a brief study of literary 
style, slang and provincialisms.” This 


sounds rather portentous: but the 
book ts not written in such derous 
style as one might imagine. The work, 


which is one of the “Handy Informa- 
tion Series. and is of pocket size or 
thereabouts, deals with the addition of 
words to our language, from whatever 
fource-—whether slang, provincialisms, 
dialect, foster words, scientific terms. 
or “Americanese.”’ So we are told, and 
the promise is lavishly carried out. In 
some ways there is fault to be found 
with the book; it Is sometimes too dis- 


„ such crass phrases as I guess you're 


more striking faults: but worst of all 
is the occasional inaccuracy which we 
find. This is not in great matters; 
were it so, it would be less dangerous; 
it is rather ineidious in its character, 
hardly to be noted except by experts, 
and 80 presenting pitfalls for the 
student. We will give two of the ex- 
amples which we ourselves noted—and 
we are expert neither in literature nor 
in slang. The firet of these is to be 
found where Mr. Mead says that Sterne 
was used to Insert quaint epigrams in 
his work, and proceeds to say, One of 
these--viz.. ‘The Lord tempers the 
wind to the shorn lamb,’ most people 


familiafly quote as coming from the 
Bible.” The quotation is not quite ac- 
‘curately stated, and moreover Mr. 
Mead uld be aware that Sterne was 


on his own part quoting from the 
French. Dieu mesure le vent au brebis 
tondu,” and was not the author of the 
epigram. These may be minor points; 
but accuracy is required in a work of 
this kind. The other instance of error 
that we shall quote we find in the dis- 
cussion of slang. where we read that 
“‘an agile stunt’ signifies a quick 
check—a sudden reprimand.” We are 
proud to repeat that we are not expert 
in the matter of slang: but we do hap- 
pen ta know that Mr. Mead has en- 
/tirély misstated the meaning ot 
“stunt.” 
| On a closely preceding page to this 
‘error, however, we find a paragraph 
which would redeem an hundred such 
mistakes. Tt is ow subject of 
slang. and is worth quoting: 

“Why does the average school- r 
une ‘awfully nice’ and ‘horribly ugly. 
and other superlatives *o often? Is 
it because she has a limited supply 
ot words to select from and must there- 
fore repeat herself? Think you 


nat to much.“ ‘Phe has a bat in her 
belfry.” ‘Wouldn't that rattle your 
slats?’ gain any elegance or refinement 
of meaning by being -spoken through 
the lips of a beautiful woman? Indeed, 
would not such talk go far to rob her 
of her personal charms’? Yes, I believe 
that superficial culture and meager 


vocabularies among American women | 


explain in a large measure the unhap- 
py choice of their words, but ther 
should not always accuse their 

ers, lovers, husbands, or their 
little one of having taught them such 

raseology.” 

8 will be seen from this extract that 
Mr. Mead is himself not gifted with 
a good etyle; but he has much to tell 
us that is of interest and some things 
that may be of value if we will make 
them so. We must smile at the cal- 
low enthusiasm—or policy~—which rates 
Bertha Runkle, Booth ‘Tarkington and 
Stephen Crane as powers of liters- 
ture in their day; but etill we can 
find much of worth in the information 
which Mr. Mead gives us and be giad 
of his book, for the truths it tells 
us of our language, forgetting an’. 
forgiving its occasional absurdities

lieve that he was not for tae mos 
part eatirely sincere. Even Wngiisn- 
men, such as Rymer, in that way dis- 
paraged Shakespeare, Kymer going fu 
far a4 to write Othello“ down “as a 
bioody farce, without salt or savor, 
and to aver that “there was not a 
monkey but understood nature better 
than thakespeare, not a pub in Bar- 
bary thet had not a truer taste in 
things. Aaron Hill, a name now hardly 
known even to the student of letters, 
but in ite time of some note, declarea 
in the preface posthumous.y placed to 
his dramatic works, that “where the 
eharactere have  similitude. those 
parts may be said to be an improve- 
ment of the great Shakespeare.” Hil! 
Was a wonderfully conce.ied man; ye: 
such a statement serves to show that 
respect for the Eligabethan dramatist 
was ot as profound in that day as at 
present, And. while Voltaire unecrupu- 
lousiy ‘borrowed’ many of his effects 
from Shakespeare, he may yet have 
been perfectly sincere in holding the 
latter to be inartistle in his methods 
and manner. even though possessed ot 
genius—in short, a genius who was 
ignorant of the canons of art. It 16 
true that Voltaire in his later yeare 
wrote of Shakespeare as à village buf- 
foon who has not written two decent 
lines: but thie is evidence of his irri- 
tability rather than his cool judgment. 
the latter being shown in certain prec- 
edent compliments to the great Eng- 
lien dramatist, with whose art he 
quarreled, but whose genius he ac- 
knowledged and admired. 
It seems to us that Prof. Lounsbury 
accepts the later utterances of the 
great Frenchman on the subject of fis 
matured opinions, whereas. to us it 
ems that they were but the overflow 
of his almost incredible vanity, which 
eould not bear the elizhtest aspersion. 
However. even though we may differ 
with Prof. Lounsbury in the point of 
view, and though we may be of the 
epinion that he uniustifiably belitties 
Voltaire, we can but enjoy the liter- 
ary feast which he has set before us. 
It was only to be expected that he 
would write in a scholarly manner, but 
to this fulfilled expectation he has 
joined the quality of interest of style 
and statement, so that the work be- 
comes as entertaining to the genera) 
reader as it is of value to the student 
of reneral literature. That it is not en- 
tirely complete in certain aspects {ts 
author confesses in his preface: but 
nothing essential is omitted. and the 
book is in all ways a most Aistinet 
and delightful contribution to the 
study of comparative literature.

guese.” This dress they have received 
at the hands of the Messrs. Putnam 
who have just issued a holiday edition 
of the €amous poems. The volume is 
tastefully hound in a delicate shade of 
Nile green, decorated “ith gold, 


| colors of the frontispiece, into which | 
is woven some quotation of love litera- 
ture. The illustrations are by Mar- 
faret Armstrong, and are moet admir- 
ably executed, in a quiet taste that ac- 
cords with the spirit of the poems 
themselves Higher praise we could 
hardly give than to say that these 
glorious love-poems are befittingly 
dressed; and this we can say. Those 
who know the “Sonnets” will under- 
stand that our praise cf the setting 
of there gems is hardly less than hy- 
perbolical, 
For seidom have more glorious love- 
poems been written than those same 
“Sonnets From the Portugese.’ Into 
them Elizabeth Barrett, as she then 
was, breathed all the fervor and beauty 
and purity of her soul; and the man 
who won such words from such a 
woman thereby won a crown which was 
worth more than evén the rewards of 
his own transcendant genius. The 
“Sonnets” reach such height of range, 
touch such depth of feeling, hold such 
exquisite fiber of the truest love, that 
they are models for all love- poetry. 
No, hardly that, since they can never 
be imitated with hope of rivalry; they 
will always stand alone. If Elizabeth 
Barrett had written but one, she had 
done enough to make her name im- 
mortal; for when did love find truer 
and nobler expression than this?

Zola’s Works. 


The tragic death of Zola has called 
renewed attention to the work of a 
writer who was slowly but irrevoca- 
bly ceasing to be a power th literature: 
and the opportunity thus presented has 
been taken excellent advantage of by 
the Messers. Barrie, who have tssued a 
new and limited edition of “Rougon- 
Macquart.” containing all the most 
characteristic of the novels which gave 
Zola his first great reputation. The 
edition is bound in the manner eo 
popular with these publishers and

among their readers, is printed on 
Japanese vellum, and is illustrated 
from etchings made by some of the | 
most noted French artists of the day. 
It is printed from the textual plates 
made by the Lutetian Society of Lon- 
don, and this means that the transia- 
tion is for the first time accurate and 
complete. This is well: for. if an au- 
thor is to be read at all. he shoul] 
be read as he wrote. and not in ex- 
purgated or refinedily translated . 
tions. If Zola is to be condemned be- 
cause of his terrible coarseness, by all 
means let it be so; but let us see this 
eoarteness as it is, we who cannot 
have recourse to the original, and not 
have palmed off on us a m'lk-and-

The creed for which he 
stood—the cult of naturalism--had al- 
ready run its brief career and had been 
found’ wanting. As a partial effect it 
stil) remains in literature, but as 6 
formative power it has long since dis- 
appeared. Even Zola, the founder of 
the school, had of late abandoned the 
extreme doctrines which he once 
taught; his work had ceased to be ab- 
solutely naturalistic. He was realistic 
to the last. of course, as he un- 
derstood realism; but he had allowed 
the shadow of an unacknowledged and 
hesitant romanticism to fall upon his 
ge, and he had thus tacitly and — 
ps unconeciously admitted the fail- 
ure of the literary faith which he had 
once profeseed in act and deed as be- 
| the only truth, 
ut when he wrote the Rougon-Mae- 
quart” series, with which we are at 
present immediately concerned, he was 
entirely convinced of the propriety—in 
French sense, dien entendu’’—of 
methods, and was an extremist of 
the extremists. a time he was per- 
haps the greatest literary power of his 
time. His works were the object of the 
fiercest possible discussion, not anly 
for their immorality, but for their ex- 
cuse for existence. As for the charge 
of immorality, we who write have never 
been able to find justice therein. Zola’s 
works ere full of indecency and ob- 
scenity; but mere coarseness of prees- 
entation surely does not constitute 
immorality. Such a novel as “Germinal” 
is absolutely unfit for decent people to 
unless as a study in literature 
and even then there will be few who 
can claim the limiting adjective who 
will not be sensible of profound disgust 
in the reading. But this is not immor- 
ality, it is simply bestiality of phrase 
and the presentation of immorality, 
which is a widely different thing from 
immorality itself. It is true that Zola 
seemed to revel in the lowest depths 
of thought and fact, but this, if true, 
Was a personal attribute: it did not 
make his works immoral. Paul de Kock, 
for instance. never ventured—or ‘cared 
—to descend into the depths of inde- 
cency which are to be found in the 
works of Zola; yet Pau! de Kock is 4 
distinctly immoral writer, because he 
wrote for the sake of immora! jest and 
because he made a jest of morality. But 
Zola did neither of these things, an! 
therefore is indecent in fact and ob- 
scene in speech of presentation, but ig 
never immoral. 

As for the works’ excuse for exist- 
ence, this raises another question that 
may never find satisfactory answer. 
Assuredly we who write can find no 
salutary effect exercised by those works 


upon Nterature in general, and in letters | 


we must fudge of the worth of a work 
by the results which it achieves, if 
result there be. As we have said. Zola 
was for a time a world-power in lit- 
erature; but his power waned almost 
as rapidiy as it waxed. and long before 
the end care he had been deserted by 
every disciple of merit and hed him- 
self abjured some of the most extreme 
points of his literary faith. Always an 
extremist. as shown by his a¢tions in 
the Dreyfus cage, he was never more 
so than in his literary work. He was 
repelled by romanticism and so 
not content even with realism: he must 
fiy to the extreme of sharp natural- 
lam. and this took a most unfortunate 
form. For Zola was #9 constituted that 
he could see in fact only the pessimis- 
tie side; he could find tn poverty oni 
tts miseries. ite Umitattons, ite vices. 
his eyes were entirely closed to 
the vrompensations which these things 
found. He scanned the earth so closely

Joel Chandler Harris has given us 
and our children too much amusement 
for hie name to need introduction to 
any reader of modern It 10 
ony of late, however, that Mr. Har- 
ris has come forward as a writer of 
normal fiction, and now we have be- 
fore us his most ambitious work in 
“Gabriel Tolliver.’ a novel of the 
days of Reconstruction in Georgia. 
Such a period as this is of course @ 
most admirable. field for the disport- 
ment of Mr. Harris, since it affords 
him to draw many of 
those old types which he so well 
knows. The novel is indeed a suc- 
cession and biending of studies; 48 
we have to say of nine out of ten 
noveis of the day, there is no story 
with the exception of the merest 
thread. Nor are there many incidents; 
there is a murder as a central hep- 

ming, but it is told in a very half- 
earted style and as if the author had 
introduced it merely in deference to 
the prejudices of those readers who 
hold that a novel should narrate some 
events—as indeed there is every rea- 
son to believe that he did. 

For nearly every incident, as an 
incident, is told in a most perfunc- 
tory manner. In the matter of the 
murder. for instance, in order that 
Gabriel Tolliver, the hero of the book, 
might be falsely accused in the good 
old way, it become necessary to in- 
troduce a motive for the crime on the 
part of the real criminal, and this 
was found in the person of the poe 
But we have never heard of 


ver or her husband until the incident 
puggests itself to the author as nec- 
‘essary. and then we are told, on page 


that he forgot that there was such a. 


thing es the sky: he believed he wes 
presenting truth when he gave the 
closest detail, not Knowing that he was 
secing but one phase of the lte which 
he was depicting. In fact, he was gxullty 
of that not uncommon but zone the less 
reprehensible fallacy—stronger in his 
work than in that of most men—ofr 
generalizing from a partial view of a 
great subject. It was his ambition to 
make of “Rougon-Macquart” the coun- 
terpart and yet superior of Balzac’s 
“Comédie Humaine:” but this he had 
neither the ability nor the scope of 
perception to enable him to do. In fact 
we have very Ut le doubt that posterity 
will pronounce Zola a complete failure, 
or will have forgotten him altogether. 
Yet in a way he must be reckoned 
with, since he undoubtedly exercised 
upon the fiction of h's time a modifying 
effect. For this reason it is well to be 
acquainted with the tendencies and 
trend of his work, and for thie reason, 
and this only, we may be willing to 
See that work survive for a time. Yet 
there will probebiv. always remain 
rome who admire stark naturalism, be- 
lieving it to be truth instead of merety 
seeming, and for these Zola wilt 
resent something. So that tt may be 
that he ‘vill slwayve find readers, and 
assur“diy to there he could not be pre- 
serted in more a@équate and befitting 
Dise than that of the present aditien. 
There ther who cannot reed him in 
the original can yet see him practically 
as he is, and thus judge.

We cannot have too much of a 
good thing: and to find a duplicate of 
Anthony Hope at his best would be a 
boon to the long list of novel readers. 
When we go beyond even that and 
find Mr. Hope improved upon we may 
indeed congratulate ourselves; and 
such a cause for congratulation do we 
find in the appearance in the literary 


world of L. Parry Truscott, awthor of 
“The Poet and nelope Not that 
Mr. Truscott imitates Mr. Hope; but 


he has the same qualities and he uses 
the same general effects. Instead of 
suggesting imitation, we prefer to say 
that the two writers are of one school, 
and that Mr. Truscott is one of the 
mort prominent exponents thereof. 
We have said that Mr. Truscott 
strikes us as in some ways an improve- 
ment even upon Mr. Hope, and such 
& Statement calls for more detafl. We 
find in Mr. Truscott much of the same 
sparkle that renders Mr. Hope so de- 
lightful when at his best-as in “The 
King’s Mirror! —mingled with a more 
delicate sympathy than is possessed 
by the elder writer.

ROYAL ZULU IN NEW YORK. 


He Will Work His Way Through Co- 
lumbia College and Study to Uplift 
His Race. 


{New York Tribune:] Pixley Ka Isa- 
ka Seme, a Zulu of the royal blood 
from Natal, South Africa, will enter 
Columbia University next week and 
Stay there for seven years when he 
thinks he will be fit to return to his 
native country and do missionary work 
in behalf of the Zulus. Mr. Seme is 
above the ordinary intelligence of the 
average freshman who enters the un- 
versity, according to the statements ot 
the authorities. He holds a scholar- 
ship in the university and expe ts to 
work his way through college, believing 
that it will be best for him to rely on 
his Own resources and not depend on 
outside help. He is willing to under- 
take almost any kind of work as shown 
in the following letter to Reuben A. 
Meyers, secretary of the Columbia fac- 
ulty committee on employment for stu- 
Gents: 

“I feel that I had better write you a 
letter of introduction. I am a young 
man from South Africa, a Zulu by 
birth. 1 am earning an education 
such as will help me, under God, to 
raise my own people. I have now a 
Scholarship in Columbla College, but 
1 feel that I cannot fully face my 
boarding expenses, and so I woud count 
it a special aid if you could get me a 
Place where I can work for my board 
l understand almost all 
general work, such as taking care of 
‘horses, furnaces, gardens and such like. 
Besides, I have walied on table, washed 
dishes and so on. I have done some 
copying and translating from English 
into Zulu, but I fear this is not pos- 
sible to get here. 1 am not at all par- 
ticular; the best you can do will sat- 
isty me. I highly appreciate what has 
already been done for me.“ 

. Sete has been in this country for 
a ÜUttle over four years and has been 
preparing to enter college at Mount 
Hermon, Mass., one of Dwight I. 
Moody's schools. He was undecided 
whether to go to Yale or Columbia, 
but at length determined that he 
would come to the local university be- 
cause of the greater advantages for 
work which he would have in the city. 
He is going to earn his way throuch 
college for four years, and then enter 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
so that at the end of seven years he 
may have the degrees of M.D. and A.B. 
Then he will make an effort to go 
abroad and get one of the Cecil Rhodes 
scholarships, so that he may get a 
British medical diploma, without which 
he cannot practice 
South Africa. When he has cempleted 
his education his sole aim in life 16 
to return to his native country and 
teach and instruct his fellow-country- 
men, and better their condition so far 
as lies in his power. 

In Africa he will be engaged in the 
Zulu Industrial Institute, of which his 
cousin, John L. Dube, is the head. This 
institution is modeled on the plan of 
the Tuskegee Institute, which is doing 
in this country the same work for the 
American negro that the Zulu enter- 
prise is doing for the natives of Af- 
rica. Mr. Seme says that both his 
brother and two cousins wil] also 
be occupied eventually in the same 
missionary work. One cousin is al- 
ready here. In his four years in Co- 
lumbia he will pursue the usual col- 
lege course. Through the efforts of

Mr. Meyers in speaking of Mr. Seme's 
case yesterday, said: 

Mr. Seme is certainly a remarkable 
young man. Coming m the royal

He has no thought of finan- 
cial gain, and asks no help save to 
work for his board and lodging, for 
which we have already been able to 
find him a means of employment.

It is a common misapprehension, 
however, that everything goes the way 
of the candigate whom organized labor 
indorses. They have had for some time 
an employers’ organization in Dayton, 
O.—a thing which I find very few peo- 
ple know very much about. It is com- 
posed, I think, of some thirty-five or 
forty large munufacturers, perhaps 
some other employers with them. They 

e so restiess under the unreason- 
able performances of organized labor in 
that town, and especially under the 
ingolence of some of its chosen lead- 
ers, that they organized for protec- 
tion. Everybody at first said that they 
would fail, because, in the last ap- 
peal, namely, to the voters, everybody 
would be against them, because every- 
body was afraid of organized labor, bu 
these men it seems were rot. They in- 
vestigated candidates for office, sup- 
ported qr proposed platforms upon 
which they were to run, and, in short, 
by means of the newspipers, which 
soon began to pay attention to them. 
and by means of publicitions of their 
own, when the newspapers wouldn't pay 
attention to them, they so charged pub- 
lic sentiment in Dayton that it be- 
came a question. not what the labor 
unions wanted, but what the emplovers’ 
association wanted.

Those who know the most about the 
movement declare that it will become 
national. There was, indeed, a suit 
brought against one of the Dayion 
untons, and against all of its mem- 
bers individually, a suit for damages, 
and while I believe the final appeal to 
the nighest court has not been had in 
this case, the property of every mem- 
ber of that union is tied up, subject to 
a — 4 judgment, and altogether the 
unionists who had conspired, or were 
proposing to conspire, to ruln the em- 
ployer's business, simply because he 
would not submit to their demands, 
were pretty nearly on the run. 

It practically resolves itself into 
this. that the question must be de- 
cided, and perhaps before long, whether 
the employer is to run his own busi- 
ness. or whether the employed shall 
run it. If the latter, then that seems 
to point to codperation, which would 
mean, in reality. or at least in most 
cases, the dissolution of the business, 
and beyond that, socialism. This, in 
fact, is the belief of a great many 
sober-minded people hereabouts. and 
since human nature is prettv much the 
same the country over, it is also the 
feeling in certain quarters throurvhout 
the country. Of course, everybody with 
sense acknowledges that the labor un- 
fons are here to stay, and they are 
rather glad of it. but with all that 
their demands must be reasonable. and 
their acts lawful: nothing like @vnamit- 
ing and murder will go: nor Is it 
to be assumed that legislation of a sne- 
cial kind. which would transeress the 
richts of others, as, for instance. their 
property rights and their freedom of 
contract, would ever go.

Pall Mall in Lendon is heavy with 
powder.

THE COLLEGE. 
New Buildings Planned 
for St. Vincent's. 


Forty Thousand Dollars 
in Improvements. 


— E 
Complete Theater Vill Be 


One of the School's New 
Features. 


St. Vincent's College is the scene of 
the latest expansion of facilities for 
higher education in Southern Califor- 
nia. Plans have been made and bids 
have been received for additions and 
improvements to the buildings of that 
institution that will cost about $40,- 
000. ' 
Not only this, but the institution will 
be transformed into a military school, 
and drill and the cadet uniforms will 
be made compulsory in all departments 
save the college proper. 

The new buildings will consist of 
a wing 110 feet long and fifty feet deep. 
This will be connected with the pres- 
ent structure by a building sixty feet 
long and fifty feet wide. All the build- 
ings will be at least two and one half 
stories high and basement. There is 
a project on foot, championed by sev- 
eral of the influential directors of the 
institution, to make the new buildings 
three stories in height and also to raise 
the nt buildings from two and one 
half to three stories. If this scheme is 
carried out it will add several thousand 
dollars to the estimated cost. 

In the basement of the new wing 
there will be two dining-rooms, one 
for the faculty and one for the stu- 
dents. On the first floor will be a spa- 
cious study room which will seat 225 
students without crowding, giving to 
each pupil a desk and chair. 

On the second flbor will be the A. J. 
Meyer Memorial Hall, named in honor 
of Father Meyer, who built the pres- 
ent edifice. This hall will be a regular 
theater, with all the paraphernalia of 
an uptown establishment. It will be 
by far the best hall owned by any 
echool in the southern part of the 
State. * will be no third floor, so 
the height of the hall will be fully 
thirty feet, giving the auditorium ex- 
cellent acoustic properties. On each 
side of the — tt will be two lit- 
tle boxes for the use of the faculty 
and distinguighed guests. The seating 
capacity will be about 300.

Baths, lockers; in fact, everything that 
goes to make.up a first-class “gym” 
has been provided for in the plans. 

All of the buildings will be heated 
throughout with steam. 

Although all the bids will be in by 
tomorrow, and the awards made some 
time during the present month, there 
is a possibility that, owing to the 
scarcity of labor, the work on the new 
improvements may be vostponed until 
the first of next year. This point, how. 
ever, has not yet been determined. But 
the buildings will be put up, and when 
all is complete, St. Vincent will have 
about the best buildings of any college 
in this vicinity.

Take as an example the whalebone 
whale. 

“These whales live on jellyfish. They 
merely open their mouths and sail 
slowly along, taking in jellyfish by the 
ton. The mouth of a large whale holds 
several wagonloads of these creatures. 

“But the most puzzling feature of this 
enormous appetite is how the whale 
ever obtains enough to eat, even if it 
eats every hour in the day. Each of 
these jellyfish is supposed to be about 95 
per cent. water, hence only 5 per cent. 
of each counts as food. -

The $150,000,000 capital called 
for both of these schemes together is 
ready, and a large proportion of it has 
come from English investors. It is said 
that all of the Morgan capital could 
have been found in America, but Eng- 
lish investors had so much confidence 
in Mr. Morgan that they put up two- 
thirds of the money.

RUMORS OF A COMBINATION. 
A man who is on the inside gives in- 
teresting hints that this costly battle 
will never be fought to a finish, and 
that as soon as Mr. Morgan gets time 
from his steamship deals to give at- 
tention to this little matter of $70,000,- 
000 he can be expected to meet his ri- 
val more than half way toward a com- 
bination that would be the biggest 
thing of the kind ever seen in England. 
One step has been taken in this direc- 
tion already in the negotiations over 
Piccadilly Circus. Mr. Yerkes already 
has obtained the rights and the site 
for a station in this famous center of 
London life. His doors will open into 
the very midst of it. The Morgan line 
would cross the Yerkes line under Pic- 
eadilly Circus; but poor Mr. Morgan 
has no station there. It has been 
stated on good authority that Mr. Mor- 
gan offered his rival a cool $5,000,000 
for permission to use his station at 
Piccadilly Circus. Mr. Yerkes has 
taken his time about considering this 
offer and is devoting most of his at- 
tention at present to getting control 
of the Metropolitan Railway, the 
northern half of the smoky 
old underground railway system, 
of which he has already got the south- 
ern half. The sulphurous engines and 
soot-lined walls of this system are to 
be banished and the whole thing will 
be brought as much up to date as the 
new lines will be. It has been reported 
several times that he had captured the 
Metropolitan, and an official announce- 
ment is expected rather soon. 
In spite of the Titanic struggle be- 
tween their forces, it does not appear 
that there is any personal feeling be- 
tween the two financiers. When Mr. 
Yerkes sailed for New York recently 
he is reported to have said he had 
never laid eyes on Mr. Morgan in his 
life. It is pretty certain, however, that 
this gap in his education was filled 
while he was in New York. I am told 
that the rivals had several conferences, 
which were rather lively at first, but 
which cooled down later when the pair 
understood each other better. Yerkes 
was in constant attendance before the 
Parliamentary committees and showed 
on frequent occasions an excited in- 
terest in the proceedings. His activity 
was in marked contrast to his rival's 
indifference. Mr. Morgan looked into 
the committee meetings only once and 
has left the whole management of the 
scheme to his lawyers. The business 
is no joke to Yerkes whether it is to 
Morgan or not.

ing Dublin, Belfast, Derry, Waterford, 
Cork, Galway and Sligo, looking for 
suitable sites for American flour milis 
on which they are prepared to spend 
anywhere from five to fifteen mil- 
hons, according to the facilities grante ! 
to them. A feature of the undertak- 
ing will be a fleet of small steamers 
for distributing flour and corn meal 
to the smaller coast towns throughout 
Great Britain. The mill to be erected 
at Belfast will have an output of 6000 
tons weekly. | 

Ernest MacAndrews of the firm of 
Isaac MacAndrews & Son, millers, of 
London and Belfast, when seen on the 
subject, said: It Americans want to 
build milis in Ireland they will be 
welcome, because it would improve the 
industrial condition of the country. 
The prejudice against American flour 
is being steadily broken down by the 
home millers. On a sack of flour 
manufactured in Belfast there is at 
least a dollar ‘distributed in wages, 


whereas not more than 5 or 6 cents is 
distributed in this country by the sale 
of each sack of imported flour.”

Oct. 18, 
1902.-Some of the newest para- 
phernalia devised by fraudulent 
spirit mediums were exhibited to me a 
day or two ago by a pro- 
fessional man who for many years 
has fostered a fad for prestidigi- 
tation, employed very industriously in 
independent psychic research. None of 
these bits of apparatus is for sale. In 
the metropolis theresis a market where 
magicians assemble annually to pur- 
chase their next season's equipment, 
with which they experiment in a model 
theater attached to the establishment. 
But the man who poses as a genuine 
hobnobber and elbow rubber with the 
spirit world does not buy his outfit in 
the open market. He invents his best 
juggiery — and has them manu- 
factured, confidentially, by a skilled 
maker. In time the

SLEIGHT-OF-FOOT. 


Sleight-of-foot is now being — 
quite as extensively as sleight-of-hand 
by the progressive faker operating un- 
der the mask of spiritualism. 

The false toe, perhaps the very new- 
est of the inventions in question, ilius- 
trates the importance Which the pedal 
extremities now play in fraudulent 
seances or sittings. It is a counterfeit 
of the tip of the shoe, not of the flesh- 
and-blood digit of the lower extremi- 
ties. A pair of these was lately dis- 
covered in the kit of an ingenſlus seance 
uggier. They are made of spun brass 


fully high degree of tensile strength. 
They snugly fit over the tips of a pair 
of patent leather shoes, and, being 
laquered over, have the precise polish 
of „ geeny Even the extension

sented. hen worn over the supposed 
medium’s shoes, they attract no atten- 
tion, 
Thorough exposure of sleight-of-hand 
manifestations has made the progress- 
ive bogus medium more wary of man- 
ual manipulations than he used to be. 
In individual seances he may place the 
“sitter” opposite him at a table. The 
spun-brass toes are in pece. The room 
is bare, and the doors locaed. The light 
is turned dewn after the possibility of 
intervention of a third person has been 
ed. “Now, to prove to you that 
rhanifestetions. which vou are 
about to witness are not caused by 
me.“ says the medium, “I will ask you 
to grasp both my hands, and place your 
toes upon mine. Thug you can account 
for my hands and feet throughout the 
experiment.” 
The sitter presses his toes u 
of the “medium.” By so doing

ables the latter to withdraw one or 
both of his feet from the fal shoe 
toes.

JOSEPH A TYPB OF CHRIST. 
Here was a young man who had 

strange dreams of headship in his own 


family and of worldwide royalty. The 
sun and the moon and the eleven stars 
made obeisance to him. He was a. 
cherished son, sent to carry the love of 
his father to his brethren. They hate 
him for no other reason than that his 


father loves him. They catch him and 
virtually destroy him by casting him 
into a pit. In a way unknown to most 
of them he is rescued from the pit and 


comes to royal honor in Egypt. In due 


time he becomes the savior of his 
brethren, and the heathen in Egypt 
acknowledge his sway. 

This household story is but the dim 
outline of the worldwide histery of 
Jesus, who, sent in love from God, was 
rejected by His brethren; was de- 
stroyed; raised from the dead, and, as 
the New ‘Testament shows, became the 
Savior of His brethren, who would 
have Him as such, and who also be- 
came great in the Gentile worid. At 
every point—for only a few can be no- 
ficed here--—the New Testament ex- 
actly dovetails into the Old so that 
they become one piece. Of the story of 
Jonah and the whale, which has made 
so much merriment for many—Jesus 
solemnly said in a passage whose gen- 
uineness cannot be refuted: “As Jonah 
was three days and three nights in the 
whale'’s belly. so shall the Gon of Man 
be three days and three nights in the 
heart of the eurth” (Matthew, xii, 40.) 
CHARACTER OF BOOKS SIMILAR. 

The New Testament bears witness 
to the Old in that it is a book of the 
same character, with the same sub- 
stance and the same aim. Many cen- 
turjes lle between the time of the com- 
position of the books of Moses and the 
writing af the gospels and the epistles. 
Four hundred years of silence inter- 
vened ebtween the Old Testament and 
the New, and yet the two books, if 
they are two, are one piece. If one 
end of this long beam is proved to be 
oak wood, the other must be the same. 
Through a valley in Pennsylvania, 
closed entirely around by mountains, 
there flows a stream of water. Ata 
certain point it disappears under the 
mountain ang is lost to view. On the 
other side of the mountain, far from 
the point of disappearance, a broader, 


clearer stream appears, flowing away. 


to the sea. It Is the same stream, for 
the apples that fall into the stream 
from the trees growing on its bank in 
the vollev above appear in the stream 
below. They have the same size, the

awhile in the world's history. only to 
reappear broader ond clearer in the 
New, for it bears on its bosom unmis- 
takably whatever is found in the 014. 
There is one and the same theme, the 
kingdom of heaven; the same aim, the 
same epirit. 
TELL OF THE SAME GOD. 
The Old Testament demands nothing 
and offers nothing except what the 
New demands and offers. The mercy 
and the judgment of the Old Testa- 
ment are repeated in the New, only 
more clearly. Sometimes the -expres- 
8 on, the God of the Old Testament and 
the God of the New, is heard. The 
Rible does net present two Gods. The 
God of Moses and the prophets is the 
God of Jesus, af Paul and of John. 
His mercy, his interest in mien, His 


hates and condemns from Matthew to 
Revelation. What was wrong in the 
ancients is no more and no less wrong 
in the New Testament, and God is no 
more gracious since Christ came than 


He was before. 


The Bible is absolutely one book, that 
appeared in parts through many cen- 
turies, the latter part clearer on some 
points than the former, but in no sense 
different. There is no antithesis, no 
contradiction. pe New Testa- 
ment is the Old also, and so is wit- 
nessed by the New. The New is but 
the continuation and outgrowth of the 
Old. They are one tree, root and limbs 
the same, and Paul's apothegm, “If 
the root be holy, so are the branches,” 
is obviously truelwhen reversed; if the 
branches be holy, so is the reot. The 
Old Testament and the New gg 2 
fall together. They are parts of 
whole. 

APOSTLES QUOTE PROPHETS. 

Both Jesus and His immediate disci- 
ples bear direct testimony to the truth 
and credibility of the Old Testament. 
The instances are so many and so com- 
prehensive that a long chapter could 


not give them all. Only a few need to be 


cited. Peter declares that Joel predict- 


ed the day of Pentecost (Acts ii, 16,) 
and that Moses foretold the Christ: 
Moses truly suid unto the fathers, A 


prophet shall the Lord your God raise 


, up unto you of your brethren like unto 


mie.“ Peter also asserts that Samuel 


and the prophets that follow after. 


foretold of these days, the early 


days of the church, Stephen in the very 
hour he surrendered his life in testi- 
mony of his faith, in his dying defense, 
gave the history of Israel from Abraham 


to Solomon as it is found today in the 


Old Testament (Acts vil.) Of Moses he 
says: This is he that was with the 
church in tte wilderness with the angel 
that spoke to him in the Mount Sinai 
and with our fathers who received the 
lively oracles to give unto us.” 


Here a number of things are said; 


first, that Moses was on Mount Sinal, 
that he was with Israel and the fathers 
in the wilderness, that the angel (Je- 
hovah) spoke to him in Sinal, and that 
Moses received the lively (iving) ora- 
cles.to give unto us. By these he means 
the Pentateuch, and these he calls ‘‘liv- 
ing“ words, using the same epithet 


which Jesus employed about His own 
language, the words that I speak unto 


vou. are life.” (John vi, 63.) The 
books of Moses are not dull, dead his- 


tory written by the Hebrew sage—they 


are “living” words, receivell from the 
angel in Mount Sinai. From the New 
Testament point of view not only this 
particular verse must be regarded as 
speciaNy inspired, but Stephen's entire 
address, 


While uttering his famous address 


Stephen was precisely in the circum- 
Stances which Jesus predicted and of 
which He said: “Beware of men; for 
they shall deliver you up to the coun- 
ils. but when they deliver you 
up take no thought how or what ye 
shall speak; for it shall be given in 
that same hour what ye shall speak: 
for it is not ye that speak, but the spirit 
of your Father which speaketh in vou.“ 
We have, then 
spirit of God for anything that Steph- 
en uttered before the Jewish council. 
To u patient and intelligent study of the 
address it will so reveal its divinity 
that candor can see that it is no mere 
mortal utterance.

PAUL AND PETER'S EVIDENCE. 
Paul, in the epistle to the Romans, a 


writing whose genuineness and au- 
thenticity have never been seriously 
disputed, says of the gospel that God 
had promised it “afore by His prophets 
in the holy scriptures (Romans }, 2.) 
The prophete were God's and the 


tience and comfort of the scriptures 
might have hope (Romans, xv, 4.) He 
indorses the story of the crossing of the 
Red Sea by Israel (I. Corinthians, x.) 
the account in Genesis of the first 
dawn of light (II. Corinthians, iv, 6.) 
the story of the serpent and the fall of 
Eve (II. Corinthians, xi, 3; I. Timothy, 
iil, 14.) and says sweepingly again: 
“All scripture is given by inspiration 
of God” (II. Timothy, tii, 16,) an in- 
spiration which he distinctly claims for 
himself. And Peter says: The proph- 
ecy came not in old time by the will = 


man, but holy men of God spake 


they were moved by the Holy Ghost,” 
(II. Peter, i, 21.)) 
CHRIST INDORSES 

Jesus’ indorsement of the Old Testa- 
ment, especially of the earlier books, is 
constant. But a very few of the many 
instances can be given, He held and 
taught that God was the author of the 
Old Testament, making more than one 
hundred quotations from it, and refer- 
ences to it. He taught that vod, ac- 
cording to Genesis, created man (Mat- 
thew, xix, 4-5,) he indorsed the story of 
Moses and the bush (Mark, XII, 26.) 
In this last passage he calls the penta- 
teuch the “book of Moses.“ He in- 
dorsed the story of the flood (Matthew, 
xxiv, 37-39;) the story of Sodom and 
Gomorrah (Matthew, x( 15; xi, 23-24;) 
declared that Moses lifted up the sep- 
pent in the wilderness (John, iii, 14-15,) 
and that words found in Deuteronomy, 
vi, 13-16, vill, 3, “proceeded out of the 
mouth of God” (Matthew, iv, 4-10.) He 
ald. Moses gave you the law” (John, 
vil, 19.) and He rebuked the Jews for 
not believing Moses (John, v, 46-47,) 
If Moses were not true it was no sin 
to disbelieve him. He said of Moses: 
“He wrote of me.“ and of the scrip- 
tures as a whole, They are they which 
testify of me“ (John, v, 39-46.) Jesus 
unmistakably did intentionally give 
the Old Testament His indorsement as 
true and credible. 
TESTIMONY OF “HIGHER CRITIC.” 

This is virtually confessed by one of 
the leading higher critics,’ who says: 
We must either cast aside as worth- 
less our dearly bought scientific method 
or must forever cease to acknowledge 
the authority of the New Testament in 
the domain of the exegesis of the Old.“ 
This draws the issue fairly, whether a 
“scientific method” that falls to secure 
unanimity of sentiment among its ad- 
vocates, is to outweigh the testimony of 


Jesus, who said: fore Abraham 
was I am,“ and who 1 that the 
Father's intent was “that all men 


should honor the Son even as they 
honor the Father. He that honoreth 
not the Son honoreth not the Father 
who hath sent Him.” (John, v. 23.)
